San Francisco, March 26.—[{Special.]— 
San Francisco js a city of wonderful grandeur. 
Pollars to its citizens are like dimes to ours. 
Everything is on a grand scale. 

You get io 1t something like the approach to 
New York. And when you leave the cars at 
Oakland to cross over the ferry into San Fran- 
cisco you are first impressed with the grand 
gnd magniticent scale of the city and its sur- 
youndings. Even the ferry boats that bring you 
across are many times larger and handsomer 
in every way than those between Jersey City 
and New York. 

You drive to the Palace hotel through a per- 
fect network of cable roads. 

AND THE PALACE HOTEL! 

It has been described over and often, but no 
description does it justice. It is handsomer 
‘than its name implies; it is a great palace of 
jron, glass and marble, covering an entire 
block. You drive right into the rotunda be- 
peath a great giass roof I00 feet above. 
Jt is something Jike the § Kimball 
in here, although many times 
Jarger and handsomer. The interior work is 
of handsome moulded iron, painted white, and 
of glass in every conceivable shape. 

The dining room, like everything about the 
hovel, is of white. The walls and ceiling are 
of handsome mouldings, with thousands of in- 
candescent lights fitted in the fancy work. 

But it should be grand, when one pays $10 a 
day for an ordinary-sized room on the third 
floor. 


A CITY OF HILLS. 

The city is built upon hills overlooking the 
bay and the Pacific. Many of the hills 
are nearly at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees. They rise 125 feet in 100 yards. Horses 
cannot pull a vehicle over them; still the 
cable cars shoot up and down them with rapid- 
ity. There are perhaps twenty different cable 
lines and the clang of the gongs can be heard 
at all hour of the day or night. . 

San Francisco has the most picturesque park 
in America. For a mile it overlooks the 
Pacitic from the bluffs, the northern end rest- 
ing upon the southern shore of the great 
Golden Gate. Thenit runs inland for three 
miles, dotted with lakes, trees, shrubbery, 
flowers and everything that is pretty and 
picturesque. There are swans and all kinds 
of water fowls upon the lakes, and in the 
picturesque glens are deer and buffalo in pro- 
fusion. Then there is the zoo with animals 
first-class 
parks. But the rare sites of the park are to be 
seen from the Cliff house on the great high 
bluff overlooking the Pacific. Itis on a cliff 


| nearly 100 feet above the: waves that break 
with madness and grandeur upon the rugged 
» rocks beneath. 


Just 100 yards out in the water are three 


' great rocks rearing their heads some twenty 


feet above the surface. They are known as 
THE “SEAL ROCKS,” 


F and on them are always to be seen hundreds of 
seals and sealions, sunning themselves and 


barking playfully. Itis a raresight. When 
one sits and listens, he imagines he hearsa 
great pack of hounds in full cry, chasing a fox 
‘just over the hill.”” Thenthe sound grows 
dim. It ceases. Directly the old leader opens 
with a long, far-off cry. One after another of 
the dogs join in. The musicof the hounds 
grows louder and louder. Here they all come 
across the field in fuli cry, right after the “‘old 
red,” until the sound comes almost to you. 
Yoa imagine the horseman galloping wildly 
through the field, over ditches and fences, 
and then !ike the chase it ends, and you look 
down to see the great waves breaking on the 
shore, and the seals crawling over one another 


on the rocks and swimming leisurely about in | 


the water. 
THE RESIDENCES, 

Nearly all the residences of San Francisco 
are built of wood andiron. It is because the 
famous redwood is said to be better than 
brick and quite as lasting. Senator Stanford's 
magnificent home is of wood and iron, painted 
a dark slate color. The outer staircase is of 
heavy marble. The Fair residence is of the 
same material, but Flood’s is of brown stone. 
It is a perfect palace-—handsomer, perhaps, 
than anything on Fifth avenue. This being a 
city of millionaires, naturally there are very 
many magnificent residences. 

A poor man is nothing here, everything 
seeins to be measured by dollars. There is 
no paper money. Everythingis gold and 
silver, and everybody seems to havea pocket- 
ful of gold eagles or half eagles. 

As an evidence of the money here and the 
freedom in which it isspentit is only neces- 
sary to state that tickets to the Kilrain-God- 
froy prize fight the other night were $40 each 
and the house was crowded. 

ABOUT POLITICS. 

California isa queer state. Although Sen- 
ator Hearst was not yet buried, for three days 
the legislature has been balloting to elect his 
successor. The man who spent the most 
money won the fight. The present 
legislature of this state is made up of a set of 
men who are in politics for the money “‘there’s 
in it.” Stanford elected them. He simply 
sent his agents around, selected a certain num- 
ber of politicians of questionable character 
and agreed to spend sufficient money to elect 
them, provided they would vote for him for 
the senate. The entire contract was carried 
out. The members, perhaps, expected some- 
thing more than an ejection from Stanford,.but 
their expectations did not materialize. Now 
they exacted boodle from the man who was to 
succeed Hearst and the man with the biggest 
barrel caught the persimmon. 

THE SHIP YARD. 

The congressional party while here visited 
the shipyards of the Union Ironworks and 
Mare Island shipyard. 

The Union Ironworks have the largest es- 
tablishment of the kind in this country. The 
two new crusiers, the San Francisco and the 
Charleston, were built by this company, and 
it is now building a coast defense vessel on the 
order of a monitor, to cost nearly $2,000,000. 
The establishment is probably twice the size 
ofthe Cramp yard in Philadelphia. 

After an inspection of this,the party steamed 
thirty miles down the bay to Mare island ship- 
yard. Both the San Franciscoand the Charles- 
tonfwere at the docks, and a thorough inspec- 
tion of these vessels was made. There were 
also a half dozen of the older war vessels in 
port, including those that weathered the great 
Samoan hurricane. Among the officers 
@t the yard I met Lieutenant C. M. 
Perkins, formerly of Rome. He had 
just received his commission as a first lieuten- 
antin the marine corps and was naturally 
He was appointed to Annapolis 
. M. B. Young, and Admiral 
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IN THE LAND OF GOLD. [2 
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Brown says he is one of the finest young offi- 
cers in the navy. 

In returning we sailed out through the 
Golden Gate and into the Pacific. There is 
probably no other harbor on either of our 
coasts the equal of San Francisco. It is land- 
locked by great hills or mountains and the en- 
trance through the Golden Gate is not quite a 
mile in width. Heavy batteries on the two 
shores would protect the city from the com- 
bined navies of the world. E. W. B. 


AN. EXPLANATION OF IT. 


The Reported Arbitration Treaty with 
Switzerland, 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—It is learned at 
the department of state that there have been 
no negotiations with Switzerland for several 
years directly upon the subject of an arbitra- 
tion treaty between that country and the 
United States. About eight years ago such a 
treaty was under consideration, and the nego- 
tiations proceeded so far that the treaty was 
ratified by the Swiss government. It is the 
practice in that country to submit the draft of 
a treaty to the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment before it can be definitely proposed to 
the other party to the treaty, which amounts 
to a ratification in advance offthe negotiations. 
In the case of the arbitration treaty, however, 
when it reached Secretary Frelinghuysen he 
noted a number of objections to the text, find- 
ing it generally too vague and without proper 
limitations; so the negotiations lapsed. 

When the arbitration agrement was made 
between the nations of North, South and Cen- 
tral America, a copy of the treaty was sent to 
each European government. This treaty was 
much more elaborate and specific in its terms 
than that proposed to Mr. Frelinghuysen, and, 
therefore, more likely to meet with the ap- 
proval of punctilious nations. Itis presumed 
at the department of state that if any action 
has been recently taken by the Swiss govern- 
ment upon the subject, as reported in the press 
dispatches, it was probably the submission by 
the president of Switzerland ofa copy of the 
Pan-American treaty to the legislature with 
recommendations that Switzerland signify her 
adherence to its provisions, in response to an 
invitation extended to European nations by the 
international American conference. 


EXPECTING A BOMBARDMENT. 


Excitement in Valparaiso—All Business Sus- 
pended. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—Alfred 
and Frederick Lee, two brothers, hardware 
dealers, arrived here yesterday from Valparaiso, 
Chili, on the bark Guinerve, having left Chili 
because of the war. Whenthe Lee brothers 
left Valparaiso the inhabitants were expecting 
a bombardment atany moment. Thecity was 
in an uproar and all business suspended. No 
one dared to express an opinion, and men sus- 
pected of being in sympathy with the in- 
surgents were thrown into prison by the hun- 
dreds. The newspapers were watched and 
nothing against Balmaceda allowed to be pub- 
lished. Telegraph and cable lines were seized 
by the government to prevent facts leaking 
out. The Guinerve was the last sailing vessel 
to leave the harbor, and then only got away by 
bribing the naval officers. 


THE STATE MUST ACT FOR ITSELF. 


An Important Decision by the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 26.—[Special.]—The 
supreme court has filed an opinion in an in- 
teresting case. W.T. Hodge, of this county, 
brought suit as relator in the name of the 
state against about forty railways to recover 
a penalty of $500 from each for failure to 
make annual reports to the governor. The 
case came up before Judge Macrae. The 
defendant road, the Marietta and North 
Georgia, which was taken as a test, demurring, 
and raising the question whether the penalty 
belonged tothe state for the benefit of the 
school fund, or might be recovered by any one 
suing in the name of the state as relator. The 
judge held that no person can bring such an 
action, but the state, through its accredited of- 
ficcr, and sustained the demurrer, dismissing 
the action. The supreme court to which 
Hodge appealed sustained the decision of the 
lower court. 


MASHED INTO A PULP. 


A Horrible Accident at a Salt Mine in 
Kansas. 

Lyons, Kan., March 26.—At one of the salt 
mines in this city yesterday four men were on 
the point of descending into a shaft 500 feet, in 
a bucket. Above the bucket was a traveler, 
a heavy oak beam weighing over 600 pounds. 
Just as the bucket began to descend, the tray- 
eler became loosened and the bucket shot 
down the shaft like an arrow, closely followed 
by the traveler. At the bottom the men were 
crushed into a shapeless mass by the heavy 
beam. The names of the killed are: Thomas 
Beach, married; Nels Van Brocklin, married ; 
Thomas McCMPdless, single; Fred A. Miller, 
single. 


RAVAGES OF THE GRIP. 


A Great Increase in Mortality in Chicago-- 
Over 800 Deaths Last Week. 

Cxu1caGo, March 26.—Because of the grip, 
which prevailsto an alarming extent here, 
the death rate is increasing and undertakers 
and coftin manufacturers have all that they 
can do to keep up with the rush of business. 
The department of healh notified 804 deaths 
within the city limits last week. That is 
about 100 more than during any one week of 
the grip epidemic a yearago. But this week’s 
mortality will disclose a worse condition of 
public health of the second half a5 compared 
with the first half week’s death roll. 


HE FROTHED AT THE MOUTH. 


The Horrible Death from Hydrophobia of 
William Garner. 

Mexico, Mo., March 26.—William Garner 
died in this city yesterday of hydrophobia. 
He got so violent that four men had to be 
kept with him all thetime. During last night 
his sufferings were terrible. He gnashed his 
teeth and frothed at the mouth continually. 
It is said that about twenty years ago he was 
bitten by a mad dog, which the doctor thinks 
is the cause. ae) 


SNEEZING TO DEATH. 


The .Peculiar Case of Miss Mary Christ- 
man. 

Lima, O., March 26.—Among several hun- 
dred cases of grip here, that afflicting Miss 
Mary Christmanis peculiar. She was taken 
with the disease on Monday, and in the evening 
was seized with a violent fit of sneezing, which 
has continued ever since without intermission.

THE SWIFT SHRIFT OF A MUE- 
DEROUS NEGRO 


WHO HAD MURDERED A WHITE MAN. 


The People Rally, and Take the Culprit 
Away from the Officers, and then 
Hang Him to a Tree. 


MIDDLEsBOROUGH, Ky., March 26—[Special.] 
J. A. Burke, ticket agent and telegraph oper- 
ator for sthe Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisville railroad at Cumberland Gap, Tenn., 
was shotand instantly killed by Thomas 
Hunter, a mulatto, at 11 o’clock last night at 
that place. Burkecame here about a year 
ago to work for the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, leaving his}wife and two children at 
Shelby City, Ky. He was. a_ brother- 
in-law of the marshal who was killed only a 
few weeks ago by a negro in the riot which 
took place at Junction City. 

NO CAUSE FOR THE CRIME.

One 
hundred and thirty-five holes were counted, 
the eyes blown out and the head and face ter- 
ribly disfigured. 

THE MURDERER ARRESTED. 

The murderer fled to Middlesborough and 
attempted to conceal himself. He was cap- 
tured early this morning by the police author- 
ities of this city, who, fearing violence might 
be done their man, endeavored ' by 
way of Baptist Gap to get 
him to Tozwell, the county seat of 
Clayborne county, but 300 armed men were 
on the lookout, and had pickets stationed 
throughout the mountains near Hamilton 
Springs, in Tennessee. The officers were re- 
quested to deliver the prisoner, but refusing to 
do so violence was threatened, and after some 
parleying Hunter was given over 
to the Cumberland Gap officials, from 
whom the prisoner was subsequently 
taken, and his dead body is now hanging to a 
tree completely riddied with bullets on the 
side of the Cumberland mountains, one mile 
east of Cumberland Gap. The men of this 
vicinity had made up their mind to put a stop 
to the many crimes which had been committed 
in this section of the country. Many threats 
of lynch law had been made before, but 
today’s action is the first of its kind which has 
yet occurred here. 

The prisoner was on his way to Tozwell, in 
charge ofa strong guard. As soon as 
darkness came, sixty men, mounted and 
heavily armed, overtook the officials, and de- 
manded the surrender of Hunter. This was. 
refused, but he was seized and carried away, 
and was soon disposed of, seventeen bullets 
riddling his body, after he was hanged from 
the tree. 


HIS LAST SMILE. 


George Moss Smiles as He Walks Up ae 


Steps of the Gallows. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 26.—George 
Washington Moss was hanged here in the 
prison yard this morning. Moss walked to the 
gallows smiling, with a firm and fearless pace. 
He said: ‘‘God does not hold me responsible 
for the murder of my wife, and Ido not hold 
myself responsible. I die like a soldier—with 
a smile.’’ 

Death ensued in eleven minutes. 

AN EXECUTION AT MAUCH CHUNK. 

Mauch Cuunk, Pa., March 26.—The jail 
was crowded this morning to witness the hang- 
ing of Oliver William Stangley. His neck 
was broken and he died without a struggle. 
He was pronounced dead in fifteen minutes. 


THEY FOUGHT FOR THREE HOURS. 


An Exciting and Novel Scene in the Streets 
of Denver. 

DENVER, Col., March 26.—One of the most 
exciting scenes ever witnessed in Denver oc- 
curred at Fifteenth and Champa streets yes- 
terday when the Denver and Suburban rail- 
road attempted to cross the Denver Tramway 
tracks. The lattercompany appeared in the 
field with an armed force of.men. All their 
cars were crowded to the crossing, and it was 
necessary to place fifty policemen on the 
corner to prevent bloodshed. The men fought 
and tumbled around in the mud, while fully

three hours. 


FOUND HIS WIFE DEAD. 


A Horrible Murder Committed Near Bed- 
ford, Ind. 

BEDFORD, Ind., March 26.—A horrible mur- 
der took place yesterday on a farm twelve 
miles southeast of Mitchell. Solomon Neidi- 
ner late last night returned home and found 
that his wife had been murdered. There were 
two large bullet holes through her body. In 
her right hand she held in a death grip a 
stove hook with which she had attempted to 
defend herself. The left hand was badly 
burned with powder, as though she was ward- 
ing off arevolver. She was twenty-five years 
old. If the murderer is found, no jury will 
have a chance to decide whether he is guilty 
or innocent.

Captain Bishop kept 
up communication with wife No. 2 occasion- 
ally by letter. 

He went on atrip to Boston, and while 
there sent letters to both wives. The one in- 
tended for wife No. 1 was long and affection- 
ate. It spoke of things that were entirely new 
to wife No. 2, in whose hands it fell, owing to 
the captain’s carelessness in placing the 
Wrong letters in each envelope. The other 
letter was brief, business-like and non-com- 
mittal. Asit started out with no term of en- 
dearment it didn’t arouse the suspicions of 
wife No. 1. 

Wife No. 2 at once scented treachery. She 
wrote to Counselor Lawler, in this city, plac- 
ing the matter in his hands for investigation. 
With the co-operation of Samuel R. Honey, a 
Newport lawyer, Mr. Lawler soon disclosed 
the double life that Bishop had been leading. 
Then Mrs. Bishop No. 2 instructed the lawyér 
to begin the suit before Judge Dykman.

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THE STRANDED STEAMER. 


List of the Survivors of the Strathairly— 
Cause of the Disaster. 


NorFo.k, Va., March 26.—A special from 
Elizabeth City, N. C.,to The Landmark says: 
Lieutenant Failing, of the life-saving ser- 
vice, who is at the wreck of the British steam- 
er Strathairly, reports the following saved: 
kK. Turner, second officer; George Simpson, 
boatswain; Albert Smith, seaman; John 
Whalen, ordinary seaman; William McAr- 
thur, fireman; John Campbell, fireman. 
The reason assigned by the 
vors for the wreck was the thick weather 
and inability to take observations. The men 
saved are thoroughly exhausted from exposure, 
and are unable to travel and are in a bad con- 
dition. The men will arrive in Elizabeth City 
on Saturday. 

The vessel struck at 4:40 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, and before daylight had gone to 
pieces. The captain and navigator had been 
on the bridge ferthree days and nights, and 
being unable to get an observation he recorded 
himself at Bodies island. The life-saving 
crew succeeded in getting a line to the vessel, 
but the men on board were so benumbed by 
exposure that they were unable to haul it in.@

Siico, March 26.—Election excitement 
grows hourly, and popular excitement has as- 
sumed such proportions that the town Officials 
have applied for extra protection in the shape 
of a détachment of cavalry. The officials do 
not deny that they expect serious rioting will 
occur on Saturday or Sunday next—perhaps 
on both days. Strong reinforcements of con- 
stabulary have already reached here and fur- 
ther additions are expected.

During the evening a party of McCarthyites 
obtained possession of a fire escape and, amid 
a continuous chorous of cheers and yells, 
wheeled their prize through the principal 
streets of the place and fina)ly halted before 
the hotel at which Parnell was stopping. A 
large crowd had collected about the building 
to watch the fun and when the fire escape was 
elevated to one of the windows, the yelling 
and cheering was renewed with increased 
vigor. Atlength the police interfered and 
took the fire escape away.

WERE TO SWEEP EVERYTHING. 


An Alleged Interview Between Bismarck 
and the Late Prince Napoleon. 

Paris, March 26.—Marquis de Villeneuve 
has sent to The Figaro the report of an inter- 
view which he says took place in 1866 between 
the late Prince Napoleon and Prince Bis- 
marck, which that paper publishes today. In 
this interview it is asserted Prince Bismarck 
proposed aclose alliance, which would make 
those two powers a dominating influence in 
Europe. The combined powers, according to 
Bismarck’s plan, should proceed against 
Russia and drive the slaves back to the 
steppes, from which they came;. Prussia 
showld absorb the whole of Germany, and 
France should make Belgium a part of her 
ewpiré. Then the great allies should under- 

to weaken the power of Great Britain by 
@hér of her colonies, and should en- 

deavor to reduce Italy, Spain and the Scandi- 
navian countries to the role of satellites to 


themselves. 

This proposition, Marquis de Villeneuve 
says, was laid before Emperor Napoleon III, 
by Prince Napoleon, but the emperor refused 
even to discuss it. 

PRESIDENT CARNOT DECORATED. 

Atthe palace of Elysee today, Baron de 
Mohrenheim, Russian ambassador here, form- 
ally presented President Carnot with the 

rand cordon of the Order of St. Andrew, the 
imperial decoration which the czar, by decree® 
recently conferred upon the president of the 
French republic as a token, it is supposed, of 
the conclusion of the offensive and defensive 
alliance entered into between Kussia and 
France as an offset to the Dreibund. The oc- 
casion of the presentation was marked by 
much display and ceremony, during which the 
Russian ambassador also presented, on behalf 
of the czar, military honors to cabinet minis- 
ters and toa number of prominent state officials? 

Baron de Mohrenheim, in making tlie 
presentation of the order to President 
Carnot, expressed the czar’s sincere feeling of 
cordiality for the president of the French re- 
public. 

President Carnot, in reply, said that he re- 
ciprocated the sentiments conveyed to him 
from the czar by the Russian ambassador. 

After carefully considering the matter, the 
French cabinet hascome to the decision that 
Prince Louis Napoleon, second son of the late 
Prince Napoleon, does not come under the 
category of personages who are pretenders to 
the throne of France, and that, therefore, he 
does not come under the law prescribing ban- 
ishment from France of all pretenders to the 
throne of this country. 


WATCHING THE TRIAL. 


A Case of Interest to Organized Labor— 
The Situation in the Coke Regions. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., March 26.—The cele- 
brated criminal case of the state against Jo- 
siah B, Dyer, secretary of the National Granite 
Cutters’ Union; Patrmck Morrisson, Frank 
Morrill and E. H. Sherburne, members of the 
local union, on the charge of conspiring to pre- 
vent Jacob McClure, a non-union granite cut- 
ter, from obtaining ‘or continuing work 
at his trade, was beguninthe county court 
here today. At the trial of the nine 
men iast September, five were ac- 
quitted and the jury disagreed as to the above 
named. Judge Loveland Mumson, of the su- 
preme court, presided. <A great array of coun- 
selis employed. The work of empaneling a 
jury commenced at 9 o’clock, a. m. today, and 
up tothe hour of adjournment this evening 
eleven jurors were in the box. The case ex- 
cites great interest in labor circles, as it in- 
volves the question of the right or legality of 
strikes as against the empioyment of non-un- 
ion men. ‘The case will take several days for 
trial and will be hotly contested. 

A SLIDING SCALE. 

Pirrspcra, Match 26.—A special from Scott- 
dale, Pa., says: The coke regions have been 
inan uproar all day over the result of the 
posting of a siiding scale last night by the 
Frick Company, the McClure Company and 
other concerns. The Frick Company is an 
enormous concern, controlling over two-thirds 
of the entire number of ovens in tHe district, 
while the McClure company owns some 2,000 
ovens. General Manager Lynch, of the Frick 
Company, says, of the seventeen works in 
which they posted -notices yesterday, ten 
are working today, notwithstanding the short- 
ness of the notice to their employes. Among 
the works in partial operation are Jimtown and 
Ledstone, the two largest plants of the Frick 
Company. The Mutual Works of the United 
Coal Company started in full, as did the Coal- 
brook works of the McClure Company. Mr. 
Lynch says they did not post resumption no- 
tices andthe sliding scale on eight of their 
works, because they had not sufficient orders. 

Labor leaders are dismayed at the reports of 
the unexpected desertion of so many men, but 
roundly deny their truth.

Accordingly 
between seventy-five and 100 strikers armed 
with clubs oad carrying stones, raided the 
yard, putting the workman to flight. Séveral 
of them were arrested. 


THERE SEEMS TO BE A HITCH, 


Which Causes Delay in the Visit of Sir 
Charles Tupper to Washington. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 26.--There has evi- 
dently been some hitch in the projected trip 
of Sir Charles Tupper and his colleagues to 
Washington, and it is believed that it is the 
refusal of Newfoundland to join in negotiations 
with Canada for reciprocity with the United 
States that the delay may be attributed. Itis 
learned, however, from a reliable quarter, that 
& meeting of the cabinet is to be held to dis- 
cuss the matter, when some definite action 
may bedecidedupon. Sir Charles’s view ag 
to what reciprocity should be, and the limits 
to which the dominion government is prepared 
to go, are somewhat at variance. Sir Charles’s 
idea is more liberal in its scope and application 
than the views of his colleagues. Sir Charles 
during the recent campaign, while in Nova 
Scotia, assured the electors of that province 
that whatever arrangements might be made 
for a reciprocal exchange of commodities be- 
tween Canada and the United States, there 
would be no modification in the duty imposed 
upon bituminous coal imported from the 
United States. It}is learned that this assur- 
ance was given upon his own responsibility, 
and several members of the cabinet, especial 
those from Ontario, are opposed to any oudh 
arrangement.

THE AMOUNT OF THE SHORTAGE. 

The affair has created a sensation at Gate 

City and vicinity, and investigations are being 


made. A gentleman has been there this week, 


looking over the books in the county and cir- 
cuit court oftices. The result of the examina- 
tion brings out the fact that he has collected 
anywhere between $10,000 and $30,000 on 
forged and raised claims. 
HOW HE WORKED HIS SCHEME. 

He went back as faras 1885 in the Powers 
and Gibson case and changed the figures. Be- 
sides that, he has changed the tigures in orders 
entered by former clerks and deputies, and 
entered false orders of strange names never 
heard of at that place. He sent in claims for 
Washington city at last court, and the treas- 
urer of the state had drawn up a check for 
$1,000 to send him, but concluded to send a 
man to investigate the matter, as the claims 
geemed to amount toso much. They were ap- 
proved by the judge, and also by himself as 
deputy clerk. 

A SAMPLE CASE. 

Some time ago two Italians were witnesses 
against one ©’Conner for murder at Kenne- 
fick’s camp. They drew $1 each as their fees, 
but Morrison raised the amount to $100 each, 
and appropriated it to himself. He has 
counted mileage from another _ state. 
These are only specimens of his 
work.

Morrison has been deputy clerk under C. M. 
Carter since January, 1890. He succeeded G. 

He was also 
deputy under Clerk Johnson, four or five years 
ago. He is a son of Smith M. Morrison, of 
Scott county, a first cousin of Judge Morrison, 
and up tothis time has borne a good name. 
Some time ago he married a young lady in 
Washington city, whom he is now visiting.

Some of our farmers are beginning to learn 
the value of chufas for raising and fattening 

. Mr. R. A. Stone, lately deceased, a 
most successful farmer, and who always made 
an abundance of meat and lard, proved their 
superior value, Last fall he killed a large 
number of fine hogs, and they were fattened 
almost entirely on chufas. The last time we 
were at his house, which was the last of No- 
vember, he showed us how well they grew 
upon a piece of thin land. And at that time 
not over a third had been gathered and eaten 
by the hogs. 

Dr. J. N. Oliphant, who lives in the same 
section of the county, and a very successful 
farmer, claims that in the growing of chufas 
he has discovered the plan for raising cheap 
meat and lard. Last season he planted about 
half his corn crop in rows eight feet wide, and 
about three ,feet in drill, dropping 
chufas eighteen inches apart in the 
middie of the corn rows. His 
corn was very fine, and on the 17th of 
September had corn gathered, and put on 
the chufas eighty-one head of hogs, and in 
addition two or three other small chufa 
patches. Only plowed them once and hoes 
ran through hurriedly one time. He killed 
tifty head of fat hogs. His stock hogs are in 
fine condition, and he has not fed to hogs over 
tweuty bushels of corn since the 17th of last 
September. This crop did not interfere with 
other crops, as he made a fair crop of other 
products, and 118 bales of cotton with nine 
plows.

BATES THE TARIFF QUESTION.

They Decide in Favor of Free 
One Protection Man in the Audience. 
A Great Discussion. 


ap Clerk’s Association of Atlanta tackled 
© tariff last night. The question was, “Isa 
Protective Tariff Conducive tothe Welfare of 
the American People ?’’ 

There was only a small attendance, becanse 
of the weather, but there was plenty of enthu- 
slasin and applause. 

The programme for the debate provided one 
leader for each side of the question, expecting 
& number of voluntary speeches to follow. The 
leader, of the aflirmative, however, had pre- 
pared an argument on the negative side, so 
that {protective tariff was left somewhat at a 
disadvantage. 

: Mr. H. Armstrong, the leader of the nega- 
tive, was “loaded for bear.” He started the 
debate. 

“What is the tariff?’ he asked. “It is 
that which robs the orphan of bread. It is a 
dagger in the heart of the workingman. 
Here I stand and say that protective tariff 
does not protect. It costs the American peo- 
ple the hard-earned dollars of the hard-work- 
ing men and women. 

“I say let us have fair government, honest 
men, free trade and direct tax.’ 

“Those are the fundamental principles of 
the Ruler of the universe. Why? Because 
they sre just; they are right; they are 
honest.’’ 

The speaker then showed that under the 
protective tariff the silver dollar of the United 
States was worth only 83 cents. 

‘Who does a protective tariff benefit?” he 
asked, ‘except Mr. McKinley and his follow- 
ers and the manufacturers. Why, gentlemen, 
i can’t wear a clean shirt without paying tar- 
iff on the soap to wash it. If there was no 
protective tariff there would be ten mills 
where there is one now—ten factories where 
there isone now—ten substantial farmers 
where there is one now—$10,000,000 where 
there is $1,000,000 now in the treasury. 

“Gentlemen, what is the financial status of 
the United States treasury? Before the Mc- 
Kinley bill passed there was $50,000,000 in the 
treasury. Now there is $10,000,000.” 

The speaker then proved, by carefully com- 
piled tigures, that it would take 100 
years to pay off the national debt, under the 
present protective tariff system. 

He then compared the navy of the United 
States,a protective tariff country, with the 
navies of the free trade conntries of Europe. 
The United States had fourteen battleships, 
England had 100—therefore free trade was 
better than protection in the ratio of 100 to 14 

‘Let our minds wander back,” said the 
speaker, ‘‘to 1777. The British government 
tried to put a tariff of 6 cents a pound on tea. 
The voices of thirteen colonies spoke out then, 
and I would thatevery free-thinking man in 
this country today would stand by Washing- 
ton from Maine to California. Give us honest 
men, free trade, hard cash, and we will out- 
rival the world. Protective tariff is the dis- 
guised demon, and the  cloven foot 
shows under the dress coat. When 
we get these things then—and then only—will 
we have protection not only for man, but aiso 
for beast. 

‘Protective tariff, gentlemen, is the demon 
that takes the bread from the starving child, 
and I can almost see—yes, gentlemen—the 
angels waiting to bear the hungry child 
away.”” 

After that there were speeches and speeches, 
but only one man had the hardihood to speak 
for protective tariff, and even he—under the 
overshadowing influence of the argument syn- 
opsized above—did so under protest. 

That was President S. J. Rockwell. 

Mr. I. R. Brannan, Mr. Harry Roulston, 
and others made speeches for the negative, 
and were loudly applauded. 

The argument was concluded about 11 
o’clock, and then the vote was taken. 

“All in favor of the aflirmative will say 
‘aye,’’’ said the president. 

There was a dreary, absolute silence. 

‘‘Negative, say ‘no.’’’ 

There wasa storm of response—‘‘No! No! 
No!’’—that shook the building. 

‘‘Gentlemen,’’ announced the president re- 
luctantly—for he had been the only man to 
speak for protection—‘‘free trade has got it.’’

Emma stifling 
her emotion, approached the; prisoner and, 
with trembling voice asked: 

*Are you Mrs. Adams?” 

Yes,’ replied the prisoner, “but who are 
you?’’ 

“T am Emma, Emma—your little Emma 
Don’t you remember me?’’ 

In an instant they were clasped in each 
other’s arms. The sobbing of the two women 
deeply affected all who witnessed the scene. 
The mother continually patted the daughter 
on the shoulder, crying: “Oh! my Emma— 
my little baby girl!’’ Afterthe meeting, the 
daughter went at once to Governor Hovey, 
and, throwing herself on her knees, prayed for 
her mother’s pardon. To her joy, she learned 
that her prayer had been answered, as papers 
for Mrs. Adams’s ger had been long pend- 
ing, and the night before the governor had 
decided to issue the order for the woman’s re- 
lease.

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"The Marietta and North Georgia 

Trouble. 

| ‘We have had but little to say of the 

htrouble on the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad, except to give the full news 
from both sides. We have thought that 

/the matter would have been settled before 

this, and we think it would, but for the 

, seeming interference of parties who have 

} been apparently workirg with both sides. 

' We are the friend of Mr. Glover, re- 
ceiver of the road, and we are the friend 

fof the Brotherhood of Engineers. We 

trecognize the fact that it is the duty of 

'Mr. Glover, as receiver, to protect the 

. property in his hands-¢o the fullest ex- 

‘tent. There is no dispute about wages 
in the present strike. Mr. Glover took 
offense at the engineers’ demand, and 
discharged them for what he ‘terms bad 
treatment to him. They claim they were 
acting legitimately under the rules of 

‘their order, and that they had the right 
to make a demand, in view of the fact 
that Mr. Glover’s salary had been largely 
increased after his appointment as re- 
ceiver. As receiver of the road, Mr. 
Glover had the right to refuse the in- 
crease, even if his salary had been in- 
creased. Mr. Arthur, the chief of the 
brotherhood, investigated the question of 
increase, and decided that, in the present 
condition of the road, it was not wise 
to ask for the same wages as paid by 

-other roads, and the men were satisfied 

‘to return to their work, but Mr. Glover 
refused to let the committee who made 
the demand return, and this is the cause 
of the strike, which has been regularly 

“ordered by the brotherhood. 

It is now a question as to whether 
this organization shall yield its position, 
tor whether Mr. Glover shall allow the 
men to return to work. 

We think he should permit the men 
to return to their places, and that it is 
asking too much of the engineers to yield 
everything in this issue. We have fre- 
quently had occasion to notice the con- 
duct -of the members of the Locomotive 
Brotherhood, and we do not know a 
more conservative and law-abiding labor 
organization in this country. When they 
are wrong they are ready to yield. They 
have always been ready to arbitrate their 
differences, and have been slow to strike 
at any time. 

The condition of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad is very serious. 
The road is virtually blocked at both 
ends, so far as through business is con- 
cerned. Over 100 cars are standing at 
Marietta and cannot be moved. It will 
get more serious the longer the present 
state of affairs exists. There are no fixed 
charges to meet by this road, and it 
makes but little difference whether it 
earns running expenses for a short time 
or not; but if the district judge who ap- 
pointed the receiver finds that what is 
left of the road is to be consumed in 
. ‘this way, it will be his duty to intercede 
for the protection of the creditors of the 
road, and if Mr. Glover persists in hold- 
Gng out this may be the result. He is 
‘an officer of the court, and questions of 
sentiment and discipline will not have 
much weight where disagreement in man- 
agement results in mismanagement. 

The proper course to be pursued now 
4s for Mr. Glover to consent that 
the whole matter should stand just where 

it was when the trouble started. He 

an do so and yield nothing. He should 

_ do so at once. , 

_ Mr. Glover is a high-toned, honorable 

man, and a good business man. He 
thas nothing to loose by taking the men 
back, and we believe that upon reflec- 
tion he will consent to their return.

We need not pause here to explain why the 


farmers of Kansas, turning a deaf ear to the 
appeals of democratic newspapers and ora- 
tors, rushed into the fold of the alliance, 
notwithstanding its programme is mainly 
made up of democratic principles, It is 
sufiicient to state the fact, and to say that 
the alliance has already done a great work 
among the republican farmers by enlarging 
their horizon, as it were, and sweeping away 
their sectional prejudices. 

It is true that Mr. Dana, of The New 
York Sun, is not inclined to take much 
stock in the Farmers’ Alliance as an aid 
and assistant to the democratic party in re- 
publican states. Indeed, he informed a 
reporter of Tne CONSTITUTION the other 
day that the alliance was an enemy of the 
democratic party. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that Mr. Dana, like many 
other great men, sometimes makes mistakes, 
and he is not always consistent. A few 
years ago he gave his democratic principles 
a recess and joined the labor party, which 
is now an urban branch of the alliance. It 
will not do to say that the editor of The 
Sun does not understand the situation, but 
he is, if we may be permitted to so express 
it, a journalist grimly anxious to put his 
finger on the weak spots of movements, as 
well as individuals. Frequently he makes a 
center shot, but in this instance he has 
made a mistake. Fortunately, however, it 
is a mistake which does no harm. 

Mr. Dana thinks that the weak spot of 
the democratic party of the south is its 
sympathy with the alliance movement, but 
it isnot so. The pioneer work already done 
by the alliance in Kansas and other repub- 
lican states justifies the sympathy of the 
southern democrats. It is with pleasure, 
therefore, that we observe preparations for 
a similar movement of the alliance in New 
England. Anything that will break down 
the war prejudices of the people there; 
anything that will widen their horizon and 
broaden their views; anything that will 
convince them that they have a personal 
and pecuniary interest in repealing the Mc- 
Kinley law and bringing about the remonet- 
ization of silver will profit the cause of the 
democracy. There will be no third party 
movement in the south; the situation here 
forbids it; but any third party movement 
in states that have hitherto been republican 
will help the whole country to a democratic 
victory. 

The voters of New England must be en- 
lightened. 


Waking up New England. 

Congressman Jerry Simpson, the alliance 
representative from Kansas, will make a 
success of his campaign in New England. 

When Mr. Simpson reached Boston an 
attempt was made to confuse him by bring- 
ing up the prohibition question. But the 
Kansan is a regular Sam Jones when a 
quick and paralyzing reply is needed. He 
rattled the Boston reformers by sending into 
their camp this solid shot: ‘*The alliance 
thinks that it is not a question whether a 
man goes home drunk or not, but whether 
he has any home to go to!”’ | 

Then he explained that the alliance 
wanted to look first after a man’s physical 
welfare before undertaking his moral regen- 
eration. 

It goes without saying that this western 
apostle of the alliance will interest the New 
England masses. His plain, old-fashioned 
horse sense is bound to win when he gets 
before the people. He knows how to let 
fine-spun economic theories alone, and get 
down to the very pith and marrow of his 
subject. 

Evidently the new congressman can take 
care of himself. The opponents of the al- 
liance will get badly left if they ask him 
many questions. * 


A Question of Local Government. 

In a recent article, contributed to The 
New York Commercial Advertiser, Mr. 
William T. Croasdale proposes for New 
York what the democratic mayors of New 
Haven, Baltimore and. Chicago have advo- 
cated for those cities—municipal ownership 
of all public works which require for their 
private operation the surrender of a part of 
the municipality's ownership in the public 
streets, 

Mr. Croasdale also takes the position, that 
the muhicipality should be made indepen- 
dent of the state in matters of taxation. 

The Commercial Advertiser sees great 
possibilities in this proposition to build up 
within the state practically independent 
local governments. It really means three 
independent governments—the national, the 
state and the municipal. Our contemporary 
says: 

The general government is a necessity; local 
government is a necessity. The two have enor- 
mously trenched upon the semi-local, state form. 
The tendency is to concentrate power in the hands 
of these two, and to lessen the influence of the 
state organs, both legislative and administrative. 
Looking into the far-distant future, Mr. Croas- 
dale’s proposition of a constitutional, municipal, 
independent local government seems to point to- 
ward the eventual abolition of state lines, and the 
relegation of all the powers of government to two 
systems capable of caring for all interests—the 
national government, with its restricted sphere of 
matters of general interest; and the really local 
government, with its control over the every-day 
life of the citizen. The last, it may as well be ad- 
mitted, involves a democracy more real than any 
we have yet had. 

Nothing short of a violent revolution will 
ever abolish state lines, Here and therea 
large city may obtain a charter granting ex- 
ceptional powers of local self-government, 
but the states will continue to guard their 
constitutional rights, and stand between the 
people and the general government. The 
equal represenfation of the states in the 
senate, without regard to population, will 
remain a salutary check upon centralization 
until some misfortune makes a wholesale 
usurpation of power possible. Take Texas, 
for instance. She will never surrender her 
boundary line, her territory or her constitu- 
tional rights. And there are other states 
fully as determined in this regard as Texas. 


Industry Is Mightier Than the Sword. 

In noting the fact that the death of Gen- 
eral Johnston followed closely upon that of 
General Sherman, The Boston Globe calls 
attention to the progress of the south since 
the two veterans metin North Carolina to 
arrange terms of peace. 

When Johnston surrendered he saw the 
heart of the south desolated and turned into 
a desert by thé invaders. Never in mod- 
ern warfare was there seen a spectacle of 
such complete wreck and ruin. 

Yet, says The Globe, during the last year 


_ of the lives of these two great military 
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$24,141,000, five times as great an increase 
as that shown by all other ports combined. 
The production of pig iron was 1,960,000 
tons, a gain of 395,000 tons over 1889. Over 
8,000,000 bales of cotton, worth over $400,- 
000,000, were produced, of which’ 549,478 
bales were consumed in southern mills. 

When to these facts are added the new 
railroads and many industries springing up 
on every hand in a section so recently devas- 
tated by the sword and torch, and plundered 
for years under reconstruction rule, the ex- 
hibit now made is one that may well aston- 
ish the world. 

Before they died Sherman must have real- 
ized the incomparable superiority of the 
building-up factors of industry over the de- 
structive agencies of war, and Johnston’s 
bitter memories of defeat must have been 
effaced by the smiling victories of peace.

Bridgeport. 

The town of Bridgeport is one of the new 
towns of Alabama that has a solid backing, 
and will, without doubt, some day bea 
large city. Itis beautifully located on the 
loveliest part of the Tennessee river on the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, and has already attracted leading capi- 
talists from all parts of the country. Two 
very handsome brick blocks have been fin- 
ished and several extensive manufacturing 
enterprises are under way, including a large 
iron pipe foundry and steel car works. Five 
miles from Bridgeport, up the river, is 
South Pittsburg, where there are numerous 
iron and stove foundries, and three miles 
farther up the river is the new town of 
Kimball. 

The fact that leading men north and 
south have invested their capital so heavily 
in this town speaks well for its advantages. 
These investors are not booming the place, 
but are building it gradually, and itis cer- 
tain to be in the future a place of very 
great importance. 


The Vaccination Question. 

The discussion of the subject of compul- 
sory vaccination, which has been going on 
at the Academy of Medicine at Paris, is of 
universal interest. From the speeches made, 
the European edition of The New York 
Herald makes an important compilation of 
comparative statistics bearing on the rela- 
tions between smallpox and vaccination. 

Professor Leon Le Fort said that the 
account published by Dr. Barry concerning 
the epidemic in Sheffield in 1887 is the only 
document enabling us to form a definite 
opinion on the question, with the help of 
the physicians under his orders. Dr. Barry, 
inspector of vaccination, examined person- 
ally from this point of view 275,878 inhabi- 
tants of Sheffield and visited 59,807 houses, 
among which 3,318 haa been invaded by 
smallpox. Out of 18,758 persons living in 
these contaminated houses 18,020 had been 
vaccinated, whereas 738 had not. Out of 
18,020 vaccinated persons 4,151 took the 
smallpox; on the other hand, among the 
736 who had not been vaccinated 552 took 
the disease, These figures, therefore, show 
that one-quarter only of the persons vacci- 
nated caught the smallpox; whereas three- 
quarters of the others became victims to it. 
M. Le Fort pointed out that revaccinated 
persons, especially if the revaccination was 
of recent date, were as refractory to small- 
pox asif they had already had the disease. 

The statistics of the smallpox hospital of 
London, which have been kept for twenty- 
five years, show that smallpox patients who 
have not been vaccinated succumb to the 
disease in the proportion of 34 per cent, 
whereas among 5,347 vaccinated persons 
who took the smallpox the mortality was 
only 3 per cent, one-tenth as much. In 
Sheffield the proportion wags the same; out 
of 5,703 smallpox patients ‘there were 4,151 
persons who had beem vaccinated, of whom 
200 died; in other words, a mortality of 4.8 
percent. The 552 smallpox patients who 
had not been vaccinated gave 273 deaths, a 
mortality of 49.6 per cent. : 

It is impossible in the face of these facts 
to refrain from endeavoring to propagate 
vaccination and revaccination, and M. Le 
Fort, far from being an enemy of vaccina- 
tion, complains on the contrary that this 
service is so badly organized in France that 
persons living in little towns and villages 
cannot have their children vaccinated with- 
out trouble and at no cost. To prevent 
epidemics of smallpox two methods are pro- 
posed. The first is obligatory vaccination, 
and is favored by the majority of hygienists; 
but in M. Le Fort’s opinion this method is 
an infringement on the free actionof indi- 
viduals. The second is the method of 
isolating cases of smallpox, and M. Le Fort 
is one of its warmest partisans. He cites 
the remarkable instance of London, where, 
by rigorously isolating smallpox patients, 
the mortality has fallen from 1,519 to 
twenty-four, then to nine and finally to one, 
for a city of nearly 5,000,000 inhabitants. 
He also mentions the good results that have 
been obtained by isolation at Bordeaux and 
Havre. ; 

All this tallies well with the experience of 
Atlanta a few years ago when this city was 
exposed toan epidemic of smallpox. The 
disease developed in a thickly settled portion 
of the city where all the conditions were 
favorable to its rapid propagation. A great 
many persons had been unwittingly exposed 
to the contagion, and there were lively fears 
that it would spread beyond control. But 
the city authorities were equal to the 
emergency. They acted promptly. The 
developed cases were isolated; the persons 
that had been exposed to the disease wera 
vaccinated and isolated, and compulsory 
vaccination was enforced. The results were 
all that could have been hoped for. The 
contagion was stamped out as effectually as 
though it bad never existed. 

In these results isolation played its part, 
but the great factor was prompt vaccination 
and revaccination.

The slightest disobedience 
caused the offender to be beaten with club or raw- 
hide. Bloodhounds were s¢mt out and fugitives 
hunted down relentlessly.”

The Marietta and North Georgia strike may 
pe sottled today. 

Then, again, it may not, and the walkout on 
that road may become so extensive thats the 
entire country will be involved. 

The assistant general chief engineer, Mr. 
Youngson, of Cleveland, Ohio, reached the 
gity yesterday, and today will begin trying to 
eoure an adjustment. 

If he succeeds the striking engineers will re- 
turn to work. 

But if he fails, Marietta may be boycotted by 
the Western and Atlantic men, and—— 

No trains will be allowed to stop there, ex- 
gept passenger trains. 

The work will begin this morifing at 9 o'clock. 
Atthat hour the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Bogincers, No. 207, will meet in their hall, 
gorner of Broad and Alabama streets. Mr. 
Youngson will be with them, and, by special 
{nvitation, division 368 of the engineer 
protherhood will attend. 

The engrossing subject will be the Marietta 
gnd North Georgia strike. 

The indications are that the two divisions 
will sustain the strikers and ask the United 
States court to return them to work. Should 
the request be made and complied with the 
trouble will all be at an end. 

But should the court decline to return the 
men the brotherhood men may place a boycott 
on Marietta. A boycott would mean that no 
freight train should stop at that place, thereby 
prohibiting the sending of any freight whatever 
gothat place. This would render the situation 
decidedly mere embarrassing than it is just 
now,and would more effectually cripple the 
Marietta and North Georgia than almost any 
other measure. 

Colonel J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, will most 
likely attend the meeting this morning. 

The best posted men among the engineers 
think from surface indications that the strike 
ison the eve of adjustment. 

The local division of the brotherhood 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon, at 
which a telegram from Knoxville was 
read. Receiver Glover, of the Marietta 
and North Georgia road, had aconference with 
acommittee of the brotherhood at Knoxville, 
and the telegram conveyed the information 
that Mr. Glover spoke as though he was in- 
clined to accede to the demand of the brother- 
hood for the reinstatement of the discharged 
men. 

The local railroad men regard this as a good 
sign, and look for a settlement of a strike. 
It will be a big thing if this most dis- 
astrous strike is ended, as not only is 
the insolvent road involved, but the Western 
and Atlantic also. The last road is about the 
only one whose engineers declared a boycott 
on the Marietta and North Georgia, and 
it has suffered a considerable loss in con- 
sequence. The condition of the farmers along 
the Marietta and North Georgia is an old story, 
and a prospect of a settlement will be joyfully 
hailed by them. 

President Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St, Louis road, was present by irvi- 
tation at the enginvers’ meeting yesterday. tle

The men were very conservative and informed 
him they were perfectly willing tosubmit their

Engineers Berry and Walton, of the Knox- 
ille, Cumberland Gap and Louisville road, 
were discharged Wednesday at Knoxville, be- 
Cause they refused to pull coal from Middles- 
borough to be delivered to the Knoxville 
Southern. Major Wilson,acting superintendent 
of the road, said the men were not members of 
the brotherhood. He didnot anticipate any 
further trouble, but said if he had refused or 
failed to deliver the coal his road would have 
come under the provisions of the interstate 
commerce law. 

Some of the engineers are of the opinion that 
Mr. Youngson is here simply to act as arbitra- 
tor between the men and Mr. Glover, But at 
any rate two important questions will be 
brought up for his consideration.

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THE STRIKE THERE HAS NOT COME. 
IT IS NOT LOOKED FOR. 


Superintendent Beaupie Gives His Side of 
the Matter—Denies the Statement 
Made in the Men’s Petition. 

The air was rife with strike scares yesterday. 

Dame Rumor was aiming atth East Ten- 
nessee road principally, but took occasion to 
shoot several of her shafts at the Atlanta and 
West Point, Georgia, Richmond and Danville 
and other roads, 

About 10 o’clock last night word came to 
THE ConsTITUTION office that the brakemen 
and firemen onthe East Tennessee road were 
outon a strike, and that no trains would pull 
out on that road from that hour on. 

It was said that everybody was dissatisfied 
because the superintendent discharged the 
grievance committee, and that their reinstate- 
mentand an increase of wages all around 
was demanded. 

The rumor furthermore stated that the men 
at Rome, Chattanooga and Cleveland and all 
on the line would go on a strike as soon aa the 
news reached them. These statements came 
in a note signed by F. M. Blodgett. 

The rumor was investigated thoroughly. At 
least twenty brakemen and firemen in the 
yard of the road between Mitchell and Peters 
Streets were interrogated, and all said there 
was nothing in it. 

At 11 o’clock acommittee of about forty 
men—one-third of whom were, so the officials 
state, negroes, and tlre remainder boys—waited 
on Superintendent Beauprie and asked for 
better hours and wages. 

The superintendent told them he could not 
granttheir request, and after a few moments’ 
hesitation they went back to work. 

“What does it all mean ?’’ was asked of Mr. 
Beauprie, when the meeting was over. 

‘It means simply that there are a few men 
whoare trying to work up astrike on this road. 
They are led by Blodgett.” 

“Blodgett says you discharged the grievance 
committee of three men.’’ 

“Itis a falsehood. He was the only one I 
discharged, and I had a good reason to. From 
what I can learn he has been all along the 
line of this division for the past week 
trying to work up a strike. 
Yesterday afternoon he and a few others, none 
of whom are in our employ, went all through 
the yards trying to persuade the men to strike, 
and doing their utmost to fomenta disturbance. 
IT told them to stop their actions or I would 
call on the police to arrest them. They de- 
sisted then. Blodgetteven sent telegrams to 
Macon, Chattanooga and Rome ordering the 
men out. I am positive the men have not 
clothed him with authority to take such 
action.’’ 

*‘Do you think a strike will be averted?” 

“IT do. There would never have been any 
dissatisfaction among the men if Blodgett had 
not comé among them.”’ 

The Question of Wages. 

“There are several inaccuracies in the petition 
of the men as presented to me and published in 
your paper,” continued Mr. Beaupre. “In 
the first place if there is any such 
deep-rooted dissatisfaction as alleged, I 
am unaware of it. In December last the pay of 
the firemen and brakemen was raised be- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga and At- 
lanta and Macon. For years previous to that time 
they worked for less wages than they are receiv- 
ing now, and were apparently satisfied. Why they 
should complain nowis a mystery tome. But I 
think the dissatisfied ones are the few who want 
to make trouble, 

“Tuesday afternoon a rough-appearing man 
came to my office and told me he had been ap- 
pointed a committee of one to ask for higher 
wages for the men. In reply to a question he said 
he had made two trips on the road. Itold him a 
demand from the men would have to be presented 
by some one who had beenin our employ longer 
than that—somebody who was well known. He 
went away. Wednesday three men came to me 
and presented the petition before mentioned. 
One of the men was Blodgett, and one of the 
others was a negro. Blodgett had 
been on the road for one month, the other white 
man somewhat less, and the negro one week. 

“[ read their petition, which was signed by 
about forty employes, and told them that as soon 
as we could get the rush of business out of the 
way and the yards cleared up,I would reduce 
their time tou about ten or twelve hours a day. 
That was all the answer I gave them, and they 
departed apparently satisfied. I did not say the 
western men were coming down here to make 
trouble. Their statement that 2 cents per mile 
and 20 cents per hour for lay-out time is the 
standard in this country is also untrue. To my 
knowledge, there is not a road in the south 
that pays that much. Conductors get $4.25 
each way between here and Chattanooga, or 
$8.50 for the. round trip, instead of 
from $20 to $25, as the petition states. 
Engineers, instead of $25 to $30 per round trip, 
get 4 cents per mile, or about $12. The brakemen, 

2.25 for thirteen hours’ werk, which is as much 
as any other road entering the city pays, That is 
$65 a month, and is considered good pay fora 
brakeman. The firemen get $6.20 fur the round 
trip. The statement that a whole week is fre- 
quently consumed in around trip is absolutely 
untrue.”

HIS MEMBERSHIP AND COMMAND 
IN THE GATE CITY GUARD. 


There Is Quite a Stir Among the Members of 
the Company on Account of It—They 
Refuse to Accept the Resignation. 


The Gate City Guard is in hard luck again. 

Captain Sneed has resigned. 

Two special meetings of the company have 
been held to consider the situation, and every 
influence has been brought to bear to have 
Captain Sneed reconsider his resignation, but 
without effect. 

Last Saturday Captain Sneed tendered his 
resignation to Governor Northen. 

On the same day he wrote a letter to Lieu- 
tenant Ben Goldsmith, who is in command of 
the company, stating that he had sent in his 
resignation tothe governor, and asking the 
members of the Guard to relieve him of his 
connection with the company. 

Captain Sneed expressed regret at a sever- 
ance of his pleasant relations with the Guard, 
but was obliged to take the step on account of 
his business. 

Monday night, a meeting of the company 
was held for the purpose of receiving the 
resignation. 

When the captain’s letter was read, the 
company declined to accept it, anda commit- 
tee was appointed to wait upon Captain Sneed 
and urge him to reconsider the matter. 

But the committee did not succeed in chang. 
ing Captain Sneed’s mind, and last nighta 
called meeting of the Guard was held to re- 
ceive the committee’s report. 

The report was in the shape of a letter from 
Captain Sneed, in which he repeated his 
regrets expressed in the first communication, 
but stated positively that he was absolutely 
compelled, in justice to himself, to sever his 
connection entirely with the military: 

A second time the resignation was refused 
by the company, and another meeting 
was ordered for next Monday night, by which 
time the members hope tobe able to induce 
Captain Sneed to remain in their command. 

But this is hardly probable, as Captain 
Sneed stated to a CONSTITUTION reporter yes- 
terday evening that he had finally made up 
his mind to quit the military forever. 

“To remain with the company,” he said, 
‘Tl must necessarily sacrifice my business in- 
terests to a great extent. This I cannot afford 
to do; therefore I shail insist upon the accept- 
ance of my resignation, though I regret to do 
so exceedingly. 

“T have always loved the Guard, and all the 
members are my close personal friends, but 
my business will not longer permit me to re- 
main in command of the company.” 

At present Captain Sneed is under suspen- 
sion from command of the Guard by the gen- 
eral court martial before which he was tried 
some months since. 

His suspension expires on the 20th of April. 
He asks that if possible his resignation 
be accepted by the governor to 
take effect at once, otherwise 
he desires it to take effect immediately after 
= of his suspension expires, on April 
20th. 

Captain Sneed is one of the finest military 
officers in the state, and besides, is a polished 
gentleman of many attractive qualities. His 
resignation is deeply regretted by the members 
of the Guard and their friends. 

Just who will be Captain Sneed's successor 
isnot known. 

Among those talked of in military circles 
are Lieutenant Ben Goldsmith, Lieutenant 
Kendrick and Mr. W. A. Camp, formerly first 
lieutenant of the Guard.

It seemed remarkable that the perpetrator 
of such a shocking crime could deliberately 


' walk away in broad open day, under-the very 
- poses of the police. 


The scene of the murder is almost in the 


- genter of the city, a few hundred feet from 


Marietta street, and ina thickly settled com- 
munity. 

But the police did all they could. It 
was nearly half an hour after the shooting that 
it was reported at police headquarters—plenty 
of time to let the murderer get a good start. 

Underwood is a desperate character. His 
associates give him this reputation, and his 
conduct justifies it. 

The police and detectives believe that he 
was implicated in the killing of Jeff Williams, 
an engineer for whom he fired last summer. 
He was the only eyewitness to the shooting of 
Wiliiams, andthe mystery which surrounded 
it, gives color to the suspicion of Underwood’s 
complicity. 

Underwood knew that he was suspected of 
this, and only afew days agoin conversation 
with Mr. Datton, remarked that a good many 
believed that he killed Williams. 

Underwood is of powerful build, six feet tall 
and weighing nearly 200 pounds. Those who 
know him predict that he will be a dangerous 


| man to capture. 
A gentleman who claims to be familiar withe} 
_bis past career, said yesterday that Underwood 


was forced to leave Calhoun, Ga., where he 
once lived, because he attacked and severely 
beat a Catholic priest of that place 

He has had other difficulties in Atlanta, and 
was by no neans popular among his fellow- 
workmen, on account of his bulldozing disposi- 
tion. 

Underwood's home is at Lily Pond, in 
Gordon county. Itis thought by some that 
after doing the shooting he made his way in 
that direction. 

But it is possible that he is still in Atlanta. 

All sorts of reports about Underwood’s escape 
have been received by the police. But it was 
generally agreed that he would go or had gone 
out on the Western and Atlantic road, and it 


was in watching that road that Chief Connolly 


concentrated his work. 

The presumption was that he would takea 
freight train, but if one story that was circu- 
lated yesterday be true, it shows that Under- 
wood is a bolder man than the officers give him 
credit for. 

Underwood was in the habit of getting 
shaved at Mose Bentley’s shop on Broad 
street, near the bridge, and consequently 
Bentley knew him very well. 

Bentley stated yesterday that on Wednes- 
day afternoon he had seen Underwood pass 
along Broad street, about 3:30 o’clock, and go 
down the stairs leading from the bridge to the 
railroad. 

At 3:40 o’clock the Rome express on the 
Western and Atlantic road leaves, and if 
Bentley was not mistaken, Underwood evi- 
dently made his escape on this train, which 
passes close to the landing of the bridge stairs. 

It was further stated that after the shooting, 
which occurred about 2 o’clock, Underwood 
made a circuit around, across: Tanyard branch, 
up to Spring, and there took the electric car 
coming into the city, and getting off at Mari- 
etta and Broad streets. From there he went 


to the bridge stairway and there boarded the 
- Rome express. 


It would take just about an hour for him to 
travel over the ground, which makes it proba- 
ble that Bentley’s story is true. 

Other information received by the police 
was to the effect that Underwood had made 
his escape on a Western and Atlantic freight 


. train which left the city at 9 o’clock Wednes- 


day night. 

Chief Connolly telegraphed to several sta- 
tions on the Western and Atlantic road, hop- 
ing to intercept Underwood, but so far noth- 
ing has come of these messages. 

Sheriff Morrow also wrote to several points 
yesterday, and will do all he can to capture 
Sayer’s slayer. Ms
